By holding conferences where a wider

Therefore we auggest: 
First.— That fn the future on all 
grams of Institutes, conventions and 
rallies there be given a topic relating 
to tbe corelatlon of secular aud reli- 
gious education in the state along defi- 
nite Hues and that this topic be as- 
signed to a person well Informed on 
both religious and secular education.

Second.— That In the future at all 
electing conventions— district county 
und state— there be chosen superin- 
tendents who shall promote tbe co-op- 
eratlou of secular and religious educa- 
tional forces along deilnlte lines. 

Third.— That whenever opportunities 
arise the possibility of the use of the 
church as a social center be euipha- 
sised and encouraged, making a possi- 
ble opening for the dissemination of 
educational Ideas. 

Fourth.-That at the 
tlon this work be made a 
ture of the program aud If possible a 
department session be given It.

Gov. McCreary Sayi He Will Attempt To 
Run Down AHeftd Night Rider. 

Frankfort, Ky., June 19.— Gov. 
McCreary says be stands ready to 
uee all tbe power and resonroes at 
his command to protest the farmers 
of the Henderson stemming district 
from the depredations of night 
riders. 
He said: 

"I am readv to lend all the as- 
sistance in my power to the sup- 
pression of lawlessness. No request 
has been made for troops. I was 
advised by people from there that 
soldiers could accomplish nothing. 
A delegation from Henderson coun- 
ty called on me in regard to tbe 
situation. I offered a re ward for the 
arrest r f the offenders. I told them 
that I had offered rewards In the 
name of tbe state in other counties, 
and the rewards had caused detec- 
tives to go into those counties in tbe 
hope of earning it. 

"Later to a call from Henderson I 
stated that if requested I would 
employ detectives to go into the 
cou n ty and hunt for the perpetrators 
of these depredations. I am ready 
to do anything in the power of the 
Governor of the State to assist the 
local authorities."

HOT CRIMINAL STATUTE 



Attorney General Declares Violations Can 
Not Be Prosecuted In Federal Courts 



Washington, June 19.— The Webb 
law forbidding Interstate shipments 
of liquor into "dry" States is nob a 
criminal statute, and violations of it 
cannot be prosecuted in United 
States Courts. Attorney Oen. Me- 
Reynolds so declared In Instructions 
sent to-day to every United States 
Attorney in the country. The law 
merely prohibits suoh interstate 
traffic aud contains no penalty for 
Infractions. 

"Its purpose," said the Attorney- 
General, "is to permit State laws to . 
operate In respect of intoxioating 
liquors" 

"Tbe law simply deprives shippers 
of any privileges they might claim 
on the ground of interstate com. 
merce and permits the application-. 
State prohibition laws to interstate 
in liquors.
